Rumored That Investigating 
Committee Is Divided Over 
~ Recommendation 


FATE OF COMMISSION 
BONE OF CONTENTION 


Bome Members Favor Abolishment. 
Others Oppose Such a Course. 
Would Set Precedent for 
Removing Officers Elect- 
ed by the People. 


According to reports circulated at the 
capitol, following the conclusion of tne 
legislative investigating committee hear- 
ing on the convict question, there will 
be no wnanimous report on the find- 
ings, but a majority and minority re- 
port. 

Tne minority report, it is rumored, 
will be in favor of abolishing the prison 
commission as it now extsts, and reor- 
ganizing it with one man, as suggested 
in the Felder bill and the proposed Can- 
dier bill. 

‘The majority report, it is stated, will 
favor censuring the prison commission 
for commissions and omissions, but will 
not favor forcing them out of office. 

The investigation, just ended, has been 
one of tne most complete and far-reach- 


ject> 
That the testimony has been traced 
back to its source and all of the rami- 
fications ‘brought out, no one who has 
attended all of the nearings will doubt 
for an instant. 
Committeemen Shared Views. 


The fact that two or three of the 
committeemen, by their cross-question- 
ing, sought to bring out certain derelic- 
tions on tne part of the prison commis- 
sion. led to the rumor that there “would 
be a report in favor of abolishing the 
commission. 

The other members, it was noted, laid 
special stress upon the past lives of tne 
witnesses, when convicts, tae crimes, 
@hen guards, the reason for dissatisfac- 
tioh, mhicn evidenced the fact that 4 


good part of the testimony was being 
considered with a recollection of the} 
source from which it emanated. 

That the committee is not all of one 
1ind has been made plainly evident, 
and the rumor of dual reports did not 
come as a surprise. If 
commission should be urged ih the rec- 
ommendations this will set a precedent 
by which tne removal! of men from an 
office, Ch PCd by the legislature, but fill- 
ed by the people, before these officers’ 
terms expired, which may be used next 
year in the event the legislature should 
see fit to recommend tne abolition of the 
five-member railroad commission, -and 
its consequent reorganization with three 
mem bers. 

It is recalled that the recent state 
convention declared for a three-meme- 
bership commission instead of five. 

A Similar Case.

Faulty Bookkeeping. 

The detailed report of the auditor 

has not yet been submitted in writing,

inaccuracies discovered were probably 
due more to faulty bookkeeping than 
to any other cause. 

When the committee meets today it 
will begin the work of writing its re- 
port. The informal debate yesterday 
was upon the eight sections of the res- 
olution creating the committee and 
outlining the scope of its Investigation.

(6) Various 
convict lessees have been gullty of cru- 
elty and harsh treatment of convicts 
and of violation of laws fixed by the 
commission. (7) Mismanagement, cru- 
elty- and lack of care has existed in 
many convict road camps worked by 
convicts, and various counties have tl- 
legally disposed of their misdemeanor 
convicts, some counties sending these 
short-term prsoners, beyond their con- 
fines.

PLAIN SPEECH BY HADLEY 


Republican Attorney General of

Denver, Col., August 20.—The second 
annual meeting of the national organi- 
zation of attorneys general opened at 
the state capitol here today with rep- 
resentatives from over half of the 
states of the union present. Herbert 
8S. Hadley, of Missouri, president of 
the association, made the opening ad- 
dress. 

President Hadley in the course of his 
address referred directly to the $29,- 
000,000 Standard Oil fine. 

“The judge,” said he, “who cannot 
see the Standard O11 Company of New 
Jersey in the Standard Oi] Company of 
Indiana and who cannot see through 
hoth of these legal fictions to the real | 
owners and the rea! offenders, John D. 
Rockefeller, H. H..Rogers, John Archi- 
bold and others, is either blinded by 
prejudice or an unfortunate disposttion 
‘o obecure the merits of a controversy 
by strained and irrelevant technicali- 
ties. 

“To assert that men may, by means, 
of a puppet corporation, escape the 
proper measure of punishment for their 
wrong-doing is to give to the legal fic- 
tion of the corporation greater rights, 
privileges and immunities than those 
which belong to natural persons. 

“This case shaulé serve aa an im- 
pressive argument as to the necessity 
of the national and estate governments 
enacting a law to the effect that no 
judgment in a criminal or civil case 
should be reversed unless the court 
could affirmatively say upon the entire 
record that the judgmerst was for the 
wrong party and but for the error 
complained of, a different judgment 
would have been recorded.” 

“The new question of state's rights.” 
was the subject of a paper read BY 
Thomas W. Martin, assistant attorney 
general of Alabam, at the afternoon 
session. 

Mr. Martin discussed the rights of 
states in controversies with railroads 
and the decision of the United States 
supreme court, hdnded down March 25, 
1$08. denying a writ of habeas corpus 
to Edward T. Young, attorney general 
of Minnesota, who had been fined for 
violating a federal court injunction re- 
straining him from enforcing certain 
Minnesata rate laws Mr. Martin con- 
tended that the supreme court went 
further in the decison of the great 
constitutional question therein involved 
than it had ever gone before and he be- 
lieved that it would, In time, recede 
from this position. This opinion, he 
said, might prevent the state from be- 
ing represented in its own courts by 
ite own chief law officer upon tissues 
involving the constitutional validity of 
the state's enactments. 

This would give the federal coutt 
jurisdiction to enjoin a state's attorney 
from enforcing any state law:

RULING MADE BY GARBER 


11,000 Trustees Are Affected by the 
Ruling. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 20.—Attor- 
ney General Alex M. Garber today 
made a positive ruling for the depart- 
ment of educatiows to the effect that 
school district trustees over the state 
are Mable for the performnce oaf road 
and jury duty and that they have been 
liable since May !, when the new cod 
ot Alabama went into effect. This will 
affect something like 11,000 trustees in 
the various counties of the state. 

The trustees had been confused by the 
verbiage of an opinion on this subject 
rendered ._.by the attorney general last 
April. They believed that because they 
were declared exempt from the pay- 
ment of poll tax this year they were 
likewise relieved of road anqg jury 
duty. 8o strongly did they believe in 
this version of the ruling that those 
who were summoned for the duty de- 
clined in many instances to serve, 
claiming they were not lable and citing 
the opinion of the attorney general, 

The reason that the trustees were re- 
lieved of the poll tax and not of the 
Toad ang jury service was because the 
poll tax was due October |, 1907, and 
delinquent February !, 1908, and the 
exemption statute in the code of 1896 
was still in effect at that time. As 
jury and road duty may be required at 
any time of the year, the attorney gen- 
eral makes it plain now that when the 
new code went Into effect May |, 1906, 
omitting the old exemption act, 
trustees then and there became liable 
for the jury ang road duty. The trustes 
will also have to pay their poll tax in 
future after October I, 1908.

H# 
became unconscious ang the clergy, 
Stunned by the shock, involuntarily 
knelt in prayer, 

Dr. Simpson administered two hypo- 
dermic injections and toward the pre- 
late’s head. Coadjutor Bishop Thomas 
F, Hickey prepared to administer es- 
treme unction, the sacrament of the law 
rites, but Bishop McQuaid regained 
consciousness within a few minutes 
and slowly revived. At 8 o'clock to- 
night Dr. Simpson saiq he was in no 
immediate. danger of death.

50,000,000 Francs Will Be Sent 
From France for New Financial 
Institution. 


Mexico City, August 20.—Capital for 
the establishment of the proposed te~ 
discount bank, it is reported in finan- 
Cial clircles, will be supplied first by 
the French clergy. The statement was 
made today that a remittance of fifty 
million francs as a subscription to the 
capital stock of the institution would 
be made before October |}. 

The subscription of fifty million 
francs by the French clergy, togetner 
with the $6,000,000 which it has been 
Stated, will be made by the chartered 
banks of Mexico will give the redis- 
count bank a capital of $25,000,000 in- 
Stead of $10,000,000, with ie it was 
proposed to begin the institution. Ss 
account of the hostile attitude of the 
French government it is stated the 
French clergy have decided to with- 
draw as quickly as possible all their 
investments in France and to place a 
large portion of them in Mexico. 

The French clergy, it is stated, is de- 
sirous only of safg investment and rea- 
sonable interest. In France they real- 
ize not to exceed 3 to 4 per cent inter- 
est. In Mexico the interest they will 
receive on their investments will be 
greater than this. This investment in 
the rediscount bank is considered a 
particularly safe one, as this bank will 
be practically a government institution,’ 
the government being instructed by 
act of congress to guarantee payment 
otf $50,000,000 of bonds which the bank 
is authorized to Issue.

Clifton, Mass., August 20.—The Clif- 
ton conference for the consideration of 
topics relating to the Christian educa- 
tion of the negre closed its session to- 
day. During the final meeting Bishop 
George W. Clinton, of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, Charlotty 
N. C., said Mm the course of an address: 

“I am confident that this conferénct 
has been the best thing that has been 
done for us, the colored people, since 
Abraham Lincoln ‘wrote his emancfpa- 
tion proclamation." 

The chairman, Rev. John B&B. White, 
of Atlanta, Ga., said in his closing ad- 
dress: 

“There are 8,000,000 ignorant negroes 
in the south ang there are 8,000,000 ig- 
norant irresponsible white people. in 
the south.

The conference adopted a declaration

The Southern Indiana trouble recails

Brussels, August 20.—The passage of 
the Congo treaty today by the cham- 
ber of deputies means that the annex- 
ation of the state to Belgium is now 
practically assured, as the senate and 
King Leopold are ready to indorse the 
r bill. 

The personal rule of King Leepold 
in Africa is now drawing to a close—in 
the future he will hav® nothing to do 
with the state which is to be admin- 
istered by Belgium—and the hope ia 
widespread that there will now be an 
end to the atrocities and mal-admin- 
istration in this part of the world, 
which for years past has been a sub- 
ject of bitter complaint by humani- 
tarians all over the world. 

Almost Intervention, 


Governments became deeply _inter- 
ested in bringing about the introduc- 
tion. of reforms in the Congo, and 
became known last year that Great 
Britain and the United States had 
about decided to interfere in the Congo 
administration unless ‘the _ situation 
there improved. 

The members of the cabinet and King 
Leopold held a long conference this 
afternoon, after which it was official- 
ly given out that, in order to avoid the 
danger of a collapse of the annexation 
movement. the government had de- 
cided, in a spirit of conciliation, to 
accept the action of the chamber with 
regard to Congo finances.

_ LUNATICS IN AMERICA. 


They Are Admirably Handled, Says 
Brttish Commission. 

London. August 20.—The members of 
the royal commission on the care and 
control of feeble-minded persons, who 
in the course of their investigations 
visited the United States, have issued 
a report, in which they speak highly 
of the American system of dealing with 
these unfortunates and the manage- 
ment of the institutions where they are 
assembled. 

“In most of the states visited by us,” 

the report.says, “the practical meas- 
ures adopted for the solution’ of this 
problem were mofe advanced and more 
successful in character than anything 
attempted in Great Britain.” 
With regard to lunatic asylums, tre 
impression of the commission is that 
in America these institutions are bet- 
ter designed, more completely con- 
structed and more successfully man- 
aged than the majority in Great 
Britaia.

Under the terms of the treaty the 
Congo’s revenues are charged with tne 
following annual allowances: 

Twenty-four thousand dollars to Prince 
Albert, son of the count of Flanders. 
brother of King Leopold; $15,000 to 
Princess Clementine, the king's third 
daughter, and as an especial token of 
gratitude to the king the sum of $1/0,- 
000,000 in fifteen annual installments 
for his yse in constructing hospitals and 
schools and forwarding scientific work 
in Africa. Furthermore, Belgium must 
expend the sum of $9,000,000 in work for 
which contracts already have been made. 

in addition, King Leopold retatns in 
fee simple 40,000 ‘hectares of land at 
Maumbe for coffee and cocoa growing 
experiments, and during his lifetime ihe 
is to enjoy his interests in the Congo 
concessionary companies and the prop- 
erty in Belgium and France which he 
purchased out of tne funds of the Congo 
foundation.

Shipwrecks and Courts-Martial. 


The custom of holding courts martial 
in the British navy after every case of 
shipwreck has a curious origin. In 
1741 the Wagner, one of Commodore 
Anson's vessels, was wrecked off the 
coast of Chile, most of the crew being 
saved. The men and some of the jun- 
ior officers theld that they Were no 
longer amenable to -discipline because 
their pay ceased with the wreck, but 
the captain, whose name was Davy 
Cheap, differed, treated them as muti- 
neers and shot one of his midshipmen. 
He was then deposed, and most of the 
crew miade off in. three of the boats. 
Later when it ‘was proposed to proceed 
against the svo-called mutineers the law 
officers of the crown decided that the 
Men had been correct in thelr view. 
This discovery led to the framing of 
section 9! of the articles of war, which 
provides that in the case of shipwreck, 
destruction or capture Dy the enemy & 
ship is held to remain in commission 
pending inquiry by a courtmartial.

Upon examination of the laws relating 
to insurance companies, Attorney Gen- 
eral John C, Hart has submitted to 
Comptroller General W. A.. Wright an 
Opinion to the effect that an industrial 
life insurance company cannot be or- 
ganized on a stock basis without a paid- 
in capital of $100,000, the same as is re- 
quired by law in the ease of any other 
life insurance company. 

Heretofore industrial life ineurance 
companies nave all been organized on 
the mutual or assessment plan, having 
no capital stock. But some parties in 
Augusta were desirous of organizing an 
industrial company on a stock basis. and 
their attorney, Hon. W. H. Fleming, 
ingld the opinion that such organization 
could be effected with any amount of 
capital stock that might be desired. Tae 
attorney general, however, takes a dif- 
ferent view of the matter and holds that 
under the Jaw of 1693 41! life insurance 
companies organized on a stock basis 
must have a paid-in capital of $100.000 
no matter what plan of org&nization 
they follow.

1. ‘ THE CARE OF SHADE TREES. 

Editor Constitution” There are very 
few people who have not had occasion 
in one way or another to feel an ap- 
preciation for shade trees. Howevef, 
the most of us should have more than 
this casual appreciation, We should 
know more of thé tree’s life history, 
more of its physical properties; the 
adaptability of certain varieties for 
certain conditions, and, above. all, 
wider knowledge of the species and 
varieties with which we’ come in con- 
tact from day to day. Some of us are 
content to make an appeal for trees 
for no other motive than that of the 
aesthetic--the sentimental appéal. This 
does very well in some communities, 
but it does not affect the business man. 
The love of nature, of art and things 
beautiful cannot be fostered in every 
mind. It may be stored there some- 
where, but to bring it out the prac- 
tical side of the thing proves its dis- 
covery. It is often the question of do!- 
lars and cents to the individual or the 
city. If that cannot be shown, the tree 
enthusiast generally gets a shock. Be- 
fore our cities, towns and villages here 
in the south pay the necessary atten- 
tion to street trees, other values than 
that of the beautiful will have to be 
felt. If those who now give little at- 
tention to trees could find it practicable 
to visit towns and eities in the south 
made famous by their trees and parks, 
a great proportion of the present in- 
difference would be eliminated. 

When a man finds that his property Is 
worth $100 to $1,000 more today than 
it was a dozen years ago, owing to 
the growth of one or several beautiful 
trees on it. he appreciates the tree or 
trees withuut doubt. The owner may 
have never given his trees a thought 
until this cash value idea forced it- 
self upon him. How mueh_ greater 
would his appreciation have been for 
those trees if he had learned to fee! 
them a part of his home and an asset 
to his every-day happiness? 

Trees, then, must have more than a 
few appealing features to arouse gen- 
era! interest, and when these are enum- 
erated it will be plainly seen that they

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Growing Sales of Fertilizers, 


Tne annual fertilizer bulletin of the 
state department of agriculture came 
from the press yesterday and is now 
ready for distribution. 

The report contains some interesting 
figures in connection with the sales of 
fertilizers in Georgia for each year since 
the inspection law went into effect, be- 
ginning with the season of 1874-75, when 
the department nad to handle 110 dif- 
ferent brands, and the total sales in 
the «tate aggregated hut 48.648 tons. 

From that time on there has been a 
gradual increase year by year, and more 
particularly since the farmers began to 
sell their cotton seed to the oil mills 
instead of using it as fertilizer, until 
during the season of 1907-08. just closed, 
tne department thag had to analyze and 
inspect 1,822 prands and the total sales 
for the season were 842,775.5 tons, the 
largest in the state's history.

a blessing. Tree roots absorb super- 
fluous water which would otherwise 
make our basements and cellars qamp 
and unfit for the storage of fruit and 
vegetables. Soil creation is another 
factor to-thank roots for. The opposi-; 
tion will say that tree roots often dis- 
place curbings and walks—ves, and 
pavements. Why? Because these same 
trees were not properly planted. No 
root can penetrate some of the hard- 
pans found near the surface of many 
of our streets. Before putting in per- 
manent walks, where beautiful trees 
exist, it would pay towns and cities 
to see that the tree roots are going to 
have ample room to develop in pen- 
etrable soil. 

The southern cities towns, villages 
and plantations famous for their trees 
too little appreciate what nature has 
done, aided by man. There is little done 
to compensate and hand down to pos- 
terity the blessings they are present 
enjoying. The trees should be watched 
like children. Over in France the city 
of Paris spends thousands of dollars 
in supporting a tree hospital. Trees are 
sprayed, fertilized, pruned, replaced 
when beyond their usefulness, and pro- 
técted in every way possible from in- 
jury. The whole city takes a living 
interest in its trees. They are proud 
of their well-shaded avenues. 

Our American cities are not far be- 
hind. In Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
the cities are enabled by statute to 
appoint shade-tree commissions to take 
care of the shade trees on their streets. 
They can set out new trees and assess 
the cost to the property benefited. 
They trim trees, protect them from in- 
jury, clean out decayed trunks and fill 
the holes with cement, and wage war 
against the insect pests. In fighting 
the latter, spray mixtures not only 
keep the insects in eheck but also 
preserve the foliage of the tree for 
the season and maintains its health 
and vigor. 

We cannot lay back and let Dame 
Nature take care of our beautiful! trees. 
They will not last forever unaided, and 
not even then. It is our duty not only 
to ourselves, but to those who follow. 
to protect the treas we already possess 
and provide others for coming genera- 
tions—living monuments of a thought- 
fal people.

Ananias Degree for Hurt. 


The hearing began at 10:20 a. m. 
During the morning Joel Hurt was 
nominated for the Ananias Club by 
Judge Joseph S. Turner. The nomina- 
tion was seconded by Captain Goodloe 
Yancey,. secretary of the prison com- 
mission. 

Mr Hurt the day before had severely 
hammered the commission. The com- 
mission -repliied with spirit. anqg: lam- 
basted Mr. Hurt. 

“Mr Hurt'’g testimony that he had 
any such conversation with me, or 
with any member of the prison com- 
mission in my presence, is infamously 
and maliciously false,” said Judge Tur- 
ner, in referring to one feature ot Mr. 
Hurt's testimony. 

“Mr. Hurt’s statement that he took 
é0own the memorandum which he 
showed to the commission, at my dic- 
tation, is absolutely untrue,” asserted 
Captain Yancey. 

All Commissioners Heard. 

All three members of the prison com- 
mission and the secretary of the com- 
Mission made their final appearance on 
the stand to contradict the evidence of 
previous witnesses refiecting upon the 
commission. During the rendition of 
their testimony, Me. Hurt was not 
present. 

This hearing ended the long and 
tedioug series of public hearings which 
have extended over several weeks. 
Shortly after 1! o'clock the committee 
went into executive session to re- 
oeive the report of the auditors: who 
had been examining the books of the 
penitentiary system anq to debate the 
evidence. 

As to Strickland’s Charge. 

On convening, the committee waited 
twenty minutes for some tardy wit- 
nesses to appear and then called on 


the prison commission to know if they 


had anything to say. Judge Turner 
answered that each of them desireg to 
be heard. He took the stand first. 
Referring to the testimony of Judson 
M Strickland, who opposed him for the 
Prigon commission in 1904, Judge Tur- 
ner stia he had paid mo attention to 
his opponent’s cards and charges. “I 
may have read the card published on 
March {4 but I paid ne more attention 
to it than to any other political clap- 
trap. I thought it was. sométhing he 
put out to catch votes; anq paid no 


| 


of Georgia did, who in the primary on 
April 20’gave me a majority in more 
than 100 counties and @ popular ma- 
jority of approximately 60,000.” 

Witness repeated his assertion that 
Mr. Hurt was unfriendly to the com- 
misgion, and had always been. He said 
he may have done Mr. Hurt an in- 
justice as to one instance mentioned, 
but that there were many instances in 
which he showed his antaganism. 

He adverteq to Mr. Hurt’s denial of 
any connection with the original W. 
B. Lowe bid, and said that. while Mr. 
Hurt was not an officer of the Georgia 
Iron and Coal Company at the time, he 
very shortly afterwards was made 
chairman of the reorganization com- 
mittee of the Southern Mining Com- 
pany, whose property was subsequently 
taken over by the Georgia Iron and 
Coal Company, in which the Hurts 
were largely interested. Witness con- 
tinued: 


Why Hurt Lost Money. 


“As to Mr. Hurt's statement that he 
made no money out of working con- 
victs, whereas Mr. Toomer made $/80,- 
000 out of subleasing this labor, and 
inferentially charging that this loss 
was due to the unfriendly attitude of 
the prison commission, I wish to cite 
you to another part of Mr. Hurt’s testi- 
mony in which he stated that when 
the market went against him he could 
not work convicts at a profit, and had 
to dispose of them. 

“In regard to the appointment of Mr. 
Tierce as warden at Mr. Hurt's camps. 
and his statement that he told me at 


}the time the request was made that 


Mr. Tierce was his superintendent, I 
wish to say I never had any such con- 
versation with Mr. Hurt, and none 
such was ever had with him in my 
presence. Any statement that such a 
conversation did take place with me, 
or in my presence, ig infamously and 
maliciously false.” 


Further on, witness insisted that Mr. 


Hurt’s statement that the commission 
appointed his superintendent to the po- 
sition of warden upon the request of 
Mr. Hurt was in direct conflict with 
that gentiemen’s insistence that the 
commission had always been unfriend- 
ly to him.

COTTON TUMBLE: 
30 1052 POINTS 


Most Exciting Time on Exchange 
Since Sully Year — 


October Lost More Than Other 
Months, Falling About Three 
Dollars Per Bale—Large 
' Amount of Cotton 
Sold. 


New York, August 20.-——-The cotton 
market today was one of the most 
active and excited sessions emgerienced 
Since the Sully year. A sensational 
break in October carried the price from 
9.18, the closing figure of last night, to 
8.58, or a loss of 60 points, amounting 
to about $3 per bale. The close was 
steady at the decline of 30@32 points 
for the day. Sales were estimated at 
fully 600,000 bales. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 5@15 points in response to lower 
Liverpool cables, rains in sections which 
have recently compiained of dought, 
bear pressure and liquidation. After 
showing a net loss of about 40 points 
there was a slight rally on covering, 
but the market became even weaker 
and more active during twe afternoon 
with the bulls throwing their cotton 
over in large blocks and at one time the 
near months were fully 60 points net 
lower with later positions showing a nei 
loss of 39@42 points. It was estimated 
that the. bull crowd liquidated between 
200,000 and 250,000 bales during the 
day. There was a rally from the low- 
est in the last half hour on covering, 
but sentiment continued very bearish 
on the idea that a considerable long 
line remained outstanding, and’ the 
trade was facing the movement of a !4,- 
000,000 crop, with no prospect of even 
a nominally active trade demand during 
the autumn. One broker alone is said 
to have hed a selling order for 50,000 
bales during the afternoon, and other 
brokers are geupposed to have sold from 
20,000 +0 30,00u bales. The bears were 
very heavy buyers at the decline, par- 
ticularly of October.

|Sheriff Higdon Has Issued. 


Instructions .to Arrest 
the Leaders. . 


Birmingham, Ala., August 20.—So 
troublesome have become the gathering 


of miners around railway stations upon] 


the arrival of trains; regular and spe- 
cial, and th hooting that follows, that 
Sheriff Higdon has issued instructions 
to his deputies throughout Jefferson 
county that the leaders of the crowds 
and the men who are doing the jeering 
are to be arrested amd brought to the 
county jail in Birmingham.. It is ex- 
pected that a large number of arrests 
will follow. ; 

A lonely non-union man, accompanied 
by two deputies got off ‘the train at 
Adamsville this morning, and a crowd 
of miners jeered him for a block. The 
military put in an appearance, but there 
was nO need for action. Some men in 
the hooting crowd are known, ang will 
be arrested on charges of intimidation. 
A 
service men were on duty all night at 
Prati City, there being some appre- 
hension that an attempt would be made 
to assassinate a well-known miner who 
is working, and also to uSe dynamite 
again, but nothing happened. 

Reports this morning to the sheriff's 
office from various parts of the dis- 
trict indicated that much trouble was 
brewing, and all deputies and the mil- 
itary, too, have been notified to be on 
the lookout. At the headquarters of 
the union miners in the city the report 
was given out that all was quiet with 
them. District President Kenname an- 
nounced that he had not been deport- 
ed from the district yet, though he 
would likely be. 

Coal. production throughout the dis- 
trict is still improving. Two car loads 
of non-union men were distributed to- 
day.
